This  past  May,  as  many  graduates  packed  up  their  be- 
longings and  nnemories,  they  were  joined  by  a  valued  nnem- 
ber  of  the  West  Chester  University  faculty.  Dr.  Mary  C.  LaCoste 
of  the  Special  Education  department  is  leaving  after  a  decade 
of  selfless  devotion  to  her  students  and  peers.  With  a  re- 
markable history  of  past  experiences.  Dr.  LaCoste  finds  it  hard 
to  say  goodbye.  It  is  fitting  though  that  she  return  to  New 
Orleans  because  it  is  there  that  she  started  out.  Both  as  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Mew  Orleans  and  as  a  wife  and 
mother  of  eight  children. 

Dr.  LaCoste's  work  here  at  West  Chester  consisted  of  her 
duties  as  a  professor  to  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students.  She  also  served  on  the  University  Affirmative  Action 
Committee.  She  has  been  a  dedicated  activist  for  the  rights  of 
the  disabled  here  and  across  the  country.  Aside  from  her 
experiences  here,  she  also  worked  as  a  teacher  and  principal 
of  schools  for  disabled  students.  She  gained  some  of  her 
worldy  wisdom  from  her  family,  her  family  is  her  proudest 
achievement.  With  8  children  and  12  grandchildren,  she  feels 
she  has  learned  the  most  from  them.  She  encourages  dis- 
abled students  because  they  are  not  only  an  inspiration  to 
others,  but  a  lesson  to  all  that  they  are  capable  of  many 
accomplishments  if  given  a  chance.  Dr.  LaCoste  hopes  to 
enjoy  her  new  life  in  Mew  Orleans  while  doing  further  research 
of  learning  disabilities  and  impairments. 
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The  first  day  of  Dr.  Diane  Casagrande's  class  is  an  experience  her  students  will 
never  forget.  Dr.  Casagrande  begins  to  explain  her  expectations  to  her  students. 
5he  says  that  she  expects  every  one  of  her  students  to  be  executive  material  and 
to  go  far  in  any  career  they  choose  to  pursue.  5he  says  that  if  any  student  does  not 
plan  on  going  this  far  then  they  do  not  belong  in  her  class.  She  expects  so  nnuch 
from  her  students  because  she  believes  that  each  and  every  one  of  them  has  the 
potential  to  be  great.  Anyone  who  can  learn  to  communicate  effectively  can  reach 
any  goal. 

Dr.  Casagrande  has  devoted  her  life  to  teaching  her  students  the  skills  they 
need  to  be  successful.  When  asKed  what  made  her  decide  to  teach  she  re- 
sponded, I'm  an  extrovert.  I  liKe  the  classroom  and  I  like  interacting  with  people." 
Dr.  Casagrande  has  been  teaching  at  West  Chester  for  twenty-four  years.  During 
that  time  she  has  taught  a  variety  of  courses  such  as  Argument  and  debate, 
Conflict  Resolution,  and  Public  Speaking,  She  also  wrote  a  book  entitled.  Oral 
Communication:  In  Technical  Professions  and  Businesses.  The  basis  of  her  teach- 
ing philosophy  is  that  "you  have  to  love  what  you're  doing,  you  have  to  love  the 
people,  and  you  have  to  love  your  subject."  Her  favorite  aspect  of  teaching  is  the 
interaction  with  her  students.  Over  the  years,  she  has  grown  more  confident  and 
has  tried  "crazy  things"  in  class.  She  "left  behind  the  lecture  format  for  the  most 
part"  and  is  doing  things  now  "that  involve  students  more" 

Over  her  years  at  WCU,  Dr.  Casagrande  has  also  noticed  a  change  in  students. 
Earlier  students  were  prepared  differently.  "They  were  more  attuned  to  reading 
and  writing,"  she  claims.  "Current  students  are  more  multi-media  literate.  They 
can  function  with  various  media  in  ways  that  would  have  surprised  a  generation 
ago."  She  also  believes  that  students  are  more  socially  aware  of  issues  such  as 
racism  and  sexism.  She  hopes  that  if  people  "talk  and  communicate  about  these 
issues  maybe  it  will  make  an  impact  on  behavior." 

Dr.  Casagrande  has  contributed  to  our  school  not  only  through  teaching  but  also 
through  other  areas.  She  has  held  many  positions  such  as  VP  of  the  Teacher's 
Union,  Chairperson  of  the  CAPC,  and  Parliamentary  Advisor  to  SQA.  She  also 
works  with  and  helps  train  graduation  speakers. 

She  obviously  has  done  something  right  because  when  Dr.  Casagrande  speaks, 
her  students  listen  in  awe.  They  realize  that  she  practices  every  technique  that  she 
is  teaching.  Dr.  Casagrande  is  an  asset  to  WCO.  She  is  an  encouraging  role-model 
to  all  students,  especially  women.  Her  teaching  has  helped  many  students  over 
the  years  and  hopefully  will  continue  to  help  students  in  the  future. 
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As  you  walk  into  the  Bull  Center  on  the  very 
first  day  of  scheduling  you  hold  your  head 
high.  Aahh,  what  a  feeling,  ho  worry.  Mo 
stress.  You  get  your  scheduling  time  checked 
off  and  then  you  patiently  wait.  It's  your  turn 
and  you  eagerly  hand  your  form  to  the  sec- 
retary.

This  gives  them  a  chance  to  apply  the 
knowledge  they  have  gained  from  the  textbooks  in  a  real  working 
situation. 

Employers  look  highly  upon  those  students  who  took  the  time 
out  of  their  college  years  to  gain  experience  in  a  real  working  world. 
Internships  can  be  the  key  to  success. 
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Can  you  handle  the  stress  and  work  of  being  a  teacher?  Whether 
or  not  you  think  you  can  doesn't  really  matter  by  the  time  you  begin 
student  teaching.  Teaching  might  seem  like  fun,  but  it  is  a  lot  of 
work.  The  lesson  plans  alone  can  keep  you  busy  for  hours. 

As  a  senior  education  major  you  have  one  semester  of  only 
teaching.  Your  entire  world  revolves  around  deciding  what  to  do  for 
almost  every  minute  of  every  day  of  school.  Tor  some  students  It 
isn't  until  they  begin  student  teaching  that  they  realize  it  isn't  what 
they  thought  it  would  be.  By  this  time,  three  and  a  half  years  or 
more  have  already  gone  by!

Education  majors  are  the  future  teachers  of  the  world.  Someday 
they  will  be  teaching  our  children  and  hopefully  making  a  difference 
in  this  world  around  us. 
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Nursing  students  begin  their  clinical  experience  in  the  fall  se- 
mester of  their  junior  year.

The  nursing  majors  must  first  pass  anatomy,  biology, 
chemistry,  nutrition,  psychology,  sociology,  and  of  course, 
pathophysiology.

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A  whole  different  world  ago,  back  in  1878  resident  hall  regulations

Today  students  are  granted  the  liberty  to  govern  themselves  as 
well  as  the  opportunity  to  exhibit  self  control.  But  embedded  within  these 
liberties  is  responsibility  and  the  obligation  to  think  and  act  carefully.
